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to obtain the very best teaching ability available with the 
limited amount of salary allowed, without regard to any 
other motive whatever. 

A system of eleyen grades was then in operation, the 
tenth and eleventh being high school grades. This plan was 
proving unsatisfactory as was shown by the very small num- 
ber of pupils in grades ten and eleven (only six Jan. 31, 1902), 
and the sentiment pointed to the abolition of these two 
grades. Instead it was finally decided to add an additional 
grade or year. 


Soon after this the law whereby small towns were offered 
assistance from the State to the extent of $300 annually, pro- 
vided they maintained a high school with a course of study 
covering four years, and employed two teachers, came into 
operation. 

It was then decided to establish a twelve grade system 
with the high school composed of grades nine, ten, eleven 
and twelve, and to employ an additional teacher, to meet the 
requirements of the new law. To establish things on this 
new basis involved a period of transition, which is always 
trying to any system, but the changes were brought about 
with very little friction, and the plan continues to be the one 
in operation up to the present time. 

All pupils at Rockville above the sixth grade were re- 
quired to attend the Adams school, bringing the expense of 
transportation upon the parents. In the caseof children over 
fourteen years of age, that wished to attend, this was not un- 
fair, but to those under fourteen who are required by law to 
attend school, it seemed an injustice to oblige them to come 
to the Adams school and pay cost of transportation. 


The remaining six grades were in the Ellice eho aiid f 
when taken into consideration with the large number. of 
children, it can be easily comprehended that it was impos- 
sible for the work to be done in a satisfactory manner by one 
teacher. ‘To overcome these difficulties an additional room 
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was fitted up aud two teachers are now employed and all of 
the eight grades aré accommodated in this building. 

‘Thisis now a good working school, and promises to pro- 
duce pupils with a much higher standard of scholarship than 
at some times in the past. The present year there is a mem- 
bership of 6r. 

All the school buildings have been kept in repair, and 
are in*better shape today than they were four yearsago. A 
recitation room for the use of high school classes has been 
fitted up in the tower of the Adams school which required an 
extension of the heating plant, the building has been painted, 
the walls of the corridors tinted, and the ceilings whitened. 
A porch over the north entrance has been long under con- 
sideration asa hoped for improvement. Often it has been 
impossible to use this entrance on account of the wind and 
the cold. Plans are now made to have this protection pro- 
vided as soon as the work can be completed. The boys’ 
closets ‘have beetrreatranged and improved. At Rockville 
the Ellice school lias been made into a two-room building, 
and this building has also been painted. In addition I can 
state with some pride and much pleasure that the old out- 
house. ‘has’ been removed, and new substantial, well ar- 
ranged: closets erécted, which can be pointed.to as a credit 
to the-town- ‘ 

Grange hall schoolroom has -been enlarged, repainted 
and supplied with additional blackboard space, and with 
water, a sink and better drainage. 

Iam sorry to add that the grounds about the Adams 
school have not been made more presentable to visitors to 
our town, but we hope for this needed improvement, and I 
feel confident that it will come ere long. 

Courses of study have been outlined for the assistance of 
the teachers, in language, geography, physiology and 
and the amount of work in arithmetic defined. The 
ore systematically arranged and 
t improvement, 


hygiene, 
course i reading has been m: 
the reading of our pupils shows avery grea 
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The method of using drawing books which were very 
expensive and only partially used has been abolished, and 
outlines of work furnished by the superintendent, and courses 
and suggestions in the School Arts Book have been substi- 
tuted as.a guide for the teachers. 

‘The vertical system of writing was in use. This sys- 
tem though having some good features had fatled to micet 
the hopes of its early advocates, aud it was thought wise to 
change. A more rational slant system has been adopted. 

Text-books have been kept in good condition. Com- 
plete sets of new arithmetics, geographies, histories, gram- 
mars and language books have been adopted to replace old 
worn series in those subjects. Several new sets of readers 
have been furnished to supplement those in use. 


TEACHERS. 


In order to retain the services of some of the teachers for 
this year, it was necessary to raise their salaries above the 
maximum of previous years. The fact that their good work 
in the past continues with no decline of standard the present 
year, is the best argument to justify you for offering this 
small additional salary as an inducement for the continua- 
tion of their services. ‘The only way to induce persons of 
the right character and ability to accept and continue as 
teachers is to pay for their services an equivalent of the re- 
numeration held out to the same ability in other occupa- 
tions. 

The demand for first-class teachers is above the supply 
and occasions are plentiful when teachers not having the de- 
sired qualities must be hired because there ate no others in 
the market. ‘The time is here when itis very rare for a good 
teacher to need to spend a whole season in looking for a 
position. 

‘This condition should serve as encouragement to our 
ambitious young men and women. Teaching is more than a 
profession, and the young person who has a good head and 
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a right heart, who is a student, and is willing to be con- 
tinually a student will do well to make special preparation to 
become a teacher, and then enter the field with a desire not 


to be content with preparation alone but with a determina- 
tion to broaden and advance with service. To all such the 


present time offers every opportunity for a life of success. 
None others are wanted. 


Miss Lena M. Dickinson and Miss Ethel F. Wood after 
two years of faithful service which has placed the Ellice 
schoo! on a good foundation, resigned, and. went to larger 
fields with higher salaries. Miss Eva M. Garvin of the 
Farmington Maine State Normal school was secured to take 
Miss Dickinson’s place, and there has-been no retrogade 
movement in that room. Miss Marion Howes Fisher, a 
teacher with training and experience, took Miss Wood's . 
place, but accepted a better position at the time of the 
Thanksgiving recess. Miss Ethel E. Edwards of Holliston, 
a graduate of the Whittier Home school, took the place left 
vacant by Miss Fisher. This room has had its work some- 
what broken by illness of the pupils, but injured much more 
by the change of teachers during the term. ‘This loss cannot 
be avoided in spite of the fact that Miss Edwards is an -en- 
thusiastic young teacher determined to succeed. 


Without any disparagement or discredit to those who 
make an effort to teach without special training, for it often 
happens that a person becomes a good teacher without spee- 
ial training other than experience, none can justly dispute 
that the better the training, other things being equal, the 
better the teacher, and that special training for the work jis 
most beneficial to the naturally skillful teacher. ‘* Many 
failures are successes and many successes are, failures. 
Even in teaching all is not success that looks that way, nor 


is everyone a failure who appears to. be.’ “* Asachers are 
those who educate the people to appreciate the things they 
need.” <3 ay 
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EACHERS' MEETINGS. 


On February second, a union meeting of all the teachets 
in the district was held in Millis. Drawing was the subject 
for discussion and the teachers were addressed by Mr. Walter 
Sargent, agent of the State Board of Education. This meet- 
ing proved to be avery valuable one. 

‘The superintendent plans to hold a local teachers’ meet- 
ing once a month, at which matters of general interest to the 
schools are discussed and some principles of education 
talked over. ‘Though these meetings may lack the enthusism 
expected at a larger gathering of teachers, yet they areprofit- 
table. 


EXHIBIT OF SCHOOL WORK. 


The public exhibit of school work was arranged in the 
respective rooms of the Adams school on the evening of June 
14. In some ways this seemed the better plan than to. try to 
bring the work altogether in one piace, since we haye no hall 
available without extra expense to the town. i= 

A good disploy of work was made and was inspected by 
quite a gathering, which I regret contained only a small 
number of men. : 

Visitors are welcome in the schools at ail times, aud the 
records show that quite a number of the mothers avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered. The fathers are just as 
welcome. We would especialiy urge them to come when there 
js an exhibition of work, for at such times the results of an 
extended period can be examined and comparisons made. 


‘As a result of the money prizes offered to the pupils by 
the East Medway Grange, an exhibit of work in drawing was 
made at the annual fair. Two prizes were offered in each 
grade, from grade two to eight inclusive, aud a separate prize 
to the room'that made the best display.

DRAWING. 


. I have elsewhere indicated something of the plan pur- 
sued in drawing. Rooms 2,3 and 4 at the Adams school 
have been provided with new water color boxes since my last 
report. The work shown at the June exhibit and at the 
Grange fair shows that good results have been obtained, and 
we are confident that better results will be produced this year 
than ever before. 

MUSIC. 


Some advance has been made, especially in the Ellice 
school, which has been provided with a set of music readers 
and a music chart. This school is also fortunate in having 
teachers that have musical ability and the result of their 
work is becoming apparent. 

Singing is a part of the regular work in all the schools. 

For several years the State Board of Education has been 
trying to arouse a greater interest in instruction in music 
given in the public schools. Through the investigations’ of 
a committee appointed to make a study of existing conditions 
it is found that vocal music is systematically taught in 270 of 
the 354 towns and cities, or in 94-5 per cent of all the schools 
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inthe state. In 254 towns and cities the work is tinder the 
direction of a special teacher. 

* We have a good amount of musical ability in our town, 
and music forms an extensive feature in the life of the com- 
munity. 

It deserves to be fostered and improved, and especially 
do our young people need the refinement that comes from the 
influence of the art of music. 

I am sure it would be a profitable investment to make 
use of $100 or more to employ a special teacher of vocal 
music. Tho ennobling influence upon the lives of the chil- 
dren would be a large return dividend. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Besides the fund mentioned in my last report the Ellice 
school raised an additional $8, four of which was used to pro- 
vide a picture for the primary room and the remainder to 
purchase books.

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as ATTENDANCE. : 


By referring to the attendance table, it will be seen that 
the average for the year ending June, 1905, was practically 
the same as for the preceding year. This is very gratifying 
' when we consider the epidemic of mumps which prevailed 
and seriously cut down the attendance in some of the schools 
for a number of weeks. So far this year the weather has 
been very fayorable for school attendance, and no school has 
dropped below an average of 90 per cent, and we have the 
good total average of 93.51 per cent, or about 4 per cer 
higher than for the same months last year. 


. Through the month of January there’ has been sickness 
to quite an extent, on account of which the attendance of the 
primary department in the Ellice school, which was very ex- 
cellent for the first three months, has been affected more than 
any other. 


Good attendance is a large factor in the success of 
school work, and it is hoped that we can make as good a 
showing for the last half of the vear as we have for the first. 


SUGGESTIONS AND CONCLUSION. 
° = 

E-have mentioned elsewhere. the good condition of our 
school buildings, but there will always be something to do to 
keep them thus. ‘Che most needed improvement at present 
is new blackboards forthe Ellice building. The large room 
there also needs some work done to the walls and ceiling. 
If the number ‘of children continues on the increase at Rock- 
ville it will be necessary to remodel the Ellice building before 
many years. . [he primary room has been taxed to its capac 
ity this year. This room is small, has no. way of ventilation 
except by the windows, is poorly heated by a wood stove and 
is uncomfortable in other ways; but we are trying to make 
the best of these conditions until such time as the town can

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evidence that they have completed the grammar or ihe high 
school course. In several instances recently young men 
have told me that fine opportunities were open to them when 
they could produce a testimonial of the completion of the 
grammar school course. 

There has been a considerable change in the teaching 
force since my last report, and while I do not wish to be 
understood as advancing the idea that every chonge of 
teachers works harm to the schools, it seems to me to be true 
that a change resulting from the small salaries paid is 
very likely to be harmful, more especially if the change 
comes during term time. The lowest salary is paid 
for the Ellice primary school, and that school has suffered 
the most through changes, and is just now going through 
the process of another change. In several instances higher 
salaries are paid than were five years ago, but we are yet 
much below neighboring towns. There is a constant ten- 
dency to require more professionally, of teachers, social de- 
mands are also reaching more to their pocket books, and the 
cost of living is higher. It is nearly impossible in our town 
for teachers to secure satisfactory board at a sum which they 
can afford to pay. Salary paid to a good teacher is never 
thrown away, then let us offer salaries that will appeal to the 
better class of teachers and advance them on mevzf alone. 
Of our eight regular teachers two are cellege graduates and 
four are normal school graduates, and they are working faith- 
fully for the interest of the children and the town and com- 
pare favorably with the teachers of adjoining towns. 

A long step in advance was made when it was decided 
to employ a supervisor of music. Though undertaken some- 
what as an experiment it has proved to be a success from the 
start, aided, no doubt, by the fortunate selection of the 
supervisor Miss Emma A. Perkins. Miss Perkins com- 
menced her work on April 9, and her decision at the end of 
the term to decline an election for the present year was a 
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
